Grau opened the Kings of clubs 
from the West hand, since he 
was slightly suspicious of 
South's opening bid. When East 
played the discouraging three of 
clubs, Grau decided thnt the 
opening bid had been “‘Iegiti- 
mate’ so he switched to. the

Declarer played the king of 
diamonds from ‘dummy, winning 
the trick.

East scotched this plan by put- 
ling~-up-the—Jack of spades, 
naturally enough. 


South won with the king. of 
spades and continucd with a 
spade to the ace, He led o 
third round of spades, giving 
East the trick, and this is whcro 
Grau made his dramatic discard, 


Perhaps you, haven't noticed 
what Grou was afraid of. He 
had, after all, opened the king 
of_clubs_and_he was afraid that 
his partner would return a club- 
instead of “a.dlamond. A club 
return ‘would give declarcr the 
contract and therefore had to be 
headed off at all costs. 


To prevent the club return, 
Grau discarded the ace of clubs. 
The meaning of this discard was 
ulie unmistakable, Obviously 
West didn’t -have solid clubs, 
since he had failed to continue 
the sult When he, was on lead. 
Hence he must be urging his 
partner to abandon ‘the sult. 


East correctly interrupted the 
signal ond Jed the jack of dia- 
monds through declarer’s qucen.
